The  Family  Doctors  have  access  to  10  maternity  beds 
at  Butleigh  Hospital,  Mothers  are  often  discharged  from 
Maternity  units  on  the  third  and  fourth  day  following 
confinements  .and  have  to  employ  help  at  home;  if  they  have 
stayed  more  than  five  days  in  hospital  they  lose  the  £5  home 
confinement  grant  ajid  considerable  hardship  is  caused  through 
this  system.

Infant  Welfare 

The  clinic  at  Hindhayes  School  is  useful  to  mothers 
in  the  district.  It  aJ.so  helps  the  Health  visitors  to  observe 
the  children.  The  value  of  the  attendance  of  a  doctor  at  the 
clinic,  apart  from  immunising,  is  doubtful;  the  Family  doctors 
in  Street  would  rather  that  parents  came  to  them  for  advice 
than  go  to  a  clinic  doctor;  since  the  advent  of  the  National 
Health  Service  there  is  no  obstacle  in  the  way  of  parents 
wishing  to  consult  their  family  doctor  about  their  children. 

The  Family  Doctors  in  Street  prefer  to  immunise  and 
vaccinate  their  own  patients  and  arrange  special  clinics  for 
this,  they  also  use  the  combined  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and 
Tetanus  (triple)  antigen  (three  injections).  The  Clinic  often 
combine  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough  immunisation  but  still 
do  not  offer  the  advantages  of  the  triple  antigen.  It  would 
help  if  the  Clinic  offered  Smallpox  vaccination  also  and  the 
Family  Doctors  favour  this  scheme.

The  Home  Help  Service  is  by  now  an  essential  efficient 
service.  However,  the  Helps  themselves  complain  that  they 
often  have  to  travel  long  distances  between  cases  in  the 
district  on  the  same  day.  There  is  often  a  few  days  and  even 
longer  delay  in  obtaining  help  for  a  patient.  These 
difficulties  would  be  easily  overcome  by  appointing  a  local 
orgraniser  in  Street  who  knows  the  district.  Every  endeavour 
should  be  made  to  find  such  an  organiser.

This  is  very  efficient  and  much  improved  since  the 
emergency  number  was  moved  from  Shepton  Mallet  to  Glastonbury. 

It  is  regrettable  that  the  ambulance  cars  are  instructed  not 
to  pick  up  people  attending  the  physiotherapy  department  at 
Butleigh  from  their  place  of  work,  this  causing  unnecessary 
hardship  to  patients  trying  to  stay  at  work.  Also,  hospitals 
are  slack  in  not  arranging  patients  transport  after  their  first 
hospital  attendance  and  sometimes  allowing  ill  patients  to 
return  home  by  very  devious  routes. 

General  Pratitioner  Service 

The  Family  doctors  are  handicapped  by  having  no  direct 
access  to  X  ray  IDepartments  as  is  usual  in  less  backward  areas 
of  England,  Also ,  although  they  have  direct  access  to  the 
Bridgwater  and  Taunton  Pathological  Departments  they  would  be 
much  helped  by  a  dry  sterile  syringe  service  such  as  operates 
in  the  home  counties.  This  would  enable  patients  to  be  treated 
more  efficiently  by  their  Family  Doctor  and  save  much  ambulance 
mileage 

Hospital  Facilities 

The  main  Hospitals  are  at  Taunton  (22  miles)  and 
Bridgwater  (12  miles)  and  the  latter  is  so  busy  that  it  can 
rarely  admit  emergencies  from  this  district. 

The  Local  Cottage  Hospital  at  Butleigh  (12  beds, 

3  childrens’  beds  and  10  Maternity  beds)  has  no  Xray, pathelogical 
or  Casualty  Departments  but  is  equipped  for  simple  surgery  and 
has  a  flourishing  physiotherapy  department ;  the  latter 
department  is  severely  handicapped  by  the  lack  of  a  second  Short 
wave  machine  which  leads  to  a  long,  unnecessary  waiting  list. 

As  Butleigh  Hospital  has  no  facilities  for  casualties 
they  have  to  travel  to  Bridgwater  12  miles  away  often  leading 
to  considerable  suffering. 

There  is  a  shortage  of  beds  for  acute  illness  in 
old  people  who  have  no  relatives,  specially  in  the  winter  months, 
A  Local  geriatric  unit  of  say  10  beds  attached  to  Butleigh 
Hospital  would  be  of  great  assistance,

Old  People^ s  Welfare 


This  is  looked  after  by  the  Old  People^ s 
V/elf,are  Committee,  There  .are  weekly  meetings  in  the  Crispin 
Hall  on  Thursdays  and  attendance  averages  about  85  out  of 
150  members.  There  ctq  outings  in  the  summer  and  this  year 
a  Holiday  Club  has  been  started. 

Visiting  the  old  people  (about  65  in  all)  is 
carried  out  by  a  team  of  visitors  who  have  small  sums  of  money 
for  helping  and  also  by  the  W.V.S,  who  also  help  by  shopping, 
doing  errands  and  taking  old  people  for  drives,  72  parcels 
of  goods  were  distributed  at  Christmas, 

Meals  on  Wheels  are  supplied  once  a  week  by  W.V.S, , 
Red  Cross,  St.John  etc,  I6  meals  are  supplied  now  but  the 
Family  Doctors  and  District  Nurses  feel  that  some  old  people 
could  do  with  meals  at  least  three  times  weekly;  this  is 
T»eing  discussed, 

A  local  chiropodist  will  visit  old  people  who 
need  such  attention  at  a  nominal  charge. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  old  people  are  looked 
after  very  well  by  this  Committee, 

Factories 

Routine  inspection  of  factories  have  been  made 
during  the  year  and  special  attention  being  given  to  fire 
precautions  and  lavatory  accommodation. 

Parks 

The  facilities  available  in  Merriman  Park,  Woods 
Batch  Recreation  Ground,  Wraxhill ,  Victoria  Field  and  the 
Bowling  Green  at  Greenbank  continue  to  provide  for  recreation 
for  the  public. 

Woods  Batch  Recreation  Ground  has  a  football  and 
hockey  pitch  provided  and  the  County  Mixed  School  make  full 
use  of  these  facilities  during  term  time.

new  submersible  borehole  pump  was  fitted  in  Millyard  during 
the  year. 

New  bulk  supplies  were  given  to  Wells  Rural 
District  Council  during  the  year  in  respect  of  the  Parish  of 
Butleigh  and  at  Bleadney’for  supplies  in  Wookey  and  Coxley 
districts.

Sewage  Disposal 

A  IS tart  was  made  on  the  partial  reconstruction  of  the 
Sewage  Works  and  this  work  is  planned  to  extend  over  a  period  of 
five  years.  The  new  tank  should  be  brought  into  use  in  the  mid 
part  of  the  coming  year.  Extension  of  sewers  to  serve  new  site 
for  private  development  in  Stonehill  and  to  another  site  in 
Stonehill  which  the  Council  are  developing  have  been  completed. 

Public  Cleansing 

The  house  and  trade  refuse  is  disposed  of  at  two 
controlled  tips.  In  the  summer  months  at  Meare  and  in  winter 
in  a  quarry  situated  100  yards  from  houses  at  Brooks  Road  Estate. 
The  tips  are  inspected  regularly  for  rats, 

Greenbank  Swimming  Pool 

The  capacity  of  the  bath  is  200,000  gallons.  The 
water  is  mains  and  heated.  It  is  13’eated  by  recirculation, 
filtration  and  automatic  chlorination.  Samples  of  water  are  tested 
twice  daily  by  the  Supervisor.  One  bacteriological  test  was 
taken  and  found  satisfactory.  (May  1st  to  September  30th) 


This  excellent  Pool  continued  to  maintain  its  very 
high  standard  and  its  popularity  increased  again  with  attendances 
at  82,000  (64,260  in  1957).  School  children  receiving 
instruction  10,663  (9,500  in  1957).  This  Pool  is  a  very 
considerable  cind  valuable  asset  to  the  health  and  well  being 
of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district. 


Housing 

The  Council  continued  its  policy  of  building  a  limited 
number  of  houses.  The  majority  of  these  houses  were  erected 
by  Direct  Labour, 

During  the  year  conversion  of  a  large  house  in  Vestry 
Road  was  carried  out  to  provide  five  flats  for  elderly  people 
and  at  the  side  of  this  house  there  have  been  erected  the  first 
three  Old  People^ s  Bungalows  for  which  the  Council  have  been 
responsible.  Both  the  conversion  work  and  the  erection  of  the 
Bungalows  were  carried  out  by  the  Council  Direct  Labour 
Organisation, 

Steps  were  taken  to  acquire  and  develop  another  site 
for  Old  People’s  B^^ngalows  and  a  start  has  been  made  on  the 
erection  of  a  further  eight  Old  People’s  Bungalows, 

Site  v^orks  were  executed  on  a  site  off  Stonehill  and 
a  start  made  on  the  erection  by  the  Council  of  a  larger  type  of 
semi-detached  house  for  letting  at  economic  rent  and  for  sale. 

Work  of  erecting  the  ordinary  Council  houses  has  been 
proceeding  on  Church  Road  site  and  the  remainder  of  the  houses  on 
the  Brooks  Road  Site  have  been  completed  and  occupied  during  the 
year.
